PLATFORM POLITICIANS AND STUMP 

STATESMEN, 
Хунем two or three hundred individuals, hitherto 
unknown to fame, either in political or commercial 
circles, assume to represent the opinions of the entire 
metropolis, with a sigiificant hint that they are 
responsible for expressing also the views of the whole 
country, it is scarcely surprising that they should 
not quite agree among themselves. When a few of 
these individuals who profess to exhibit in a con- 
centrated ferm the only Ministerial policy that will 


' satisfy the nation—hire a big room at a railway 


hotel (to be paid for by a collection), and there vote 
a want of confidence in the Government and move 
declarations of sympathy and of war in the same 
breath—the exhibition may be regarded as more 
ludicrous than entertaining ; but it is certainly more 
serious than we may at first be ready to imagine. 

It is not so very long ago as to be out of the 
memory even of the younger branches that the 


utterances of certain braggart and light-headed 


French eolonels caused a deep feeling of annoyance 
in England, and fomented a spirit of retaliation 
which for a time threatened to interrupt the cor- 
diality of previous international courtesies. The 
influence of the words spoken by these irresponsible 
military nobodies went far towards exercising an 
effect upon subsequent relations between the French 
and English Governments, and brought Lord 
Palmerston into some disrepute because of his sup- 
posed sympathy with the Emperor of the French. 

It may be argued that a dozen French colonels 
were more representative than the attorney, the 
Queen’s Counsel, and the two or three commercial 
mediocrities who claim to speak on behalf of the 
English nation at the Cannon-street Hotel; but it is 
possible that even Mr. Merriman, either because of 
his connection with certain phases of public com- 
panies or from his frequent official appearances at 
turbulent political meetings, may be regarded as a 
high authority by foreigners who cannot appreciate 
this result of the freedom of British institutions. 

It may be argued that we have no need to trouble 
ourselves about the opinions of ill-informed French- 
men or arrogant and suspicious Prussians in relation 
to the value of Mr. Merriman or the weight of his 
harangues ; but, at the least, the merchants, bankers, 
traders, and working men, all of whom Mr. Merriman 


and his followers assume to represent, may have a 


very great objection to be ticketed with such utter- 
ances as cannot fail to place them in an entirely false 
position, since it exhibits them as opposed to the 
policy that has enabled this country to remain truly 
neutral at a time when there was a real difficulty in 
avoiding a partisanship that would have left us with 
long arrears of war charges, and, what is immeasur- 
ably worse, long arrears of hate and injustice to dis- 


The gentlemen of the. city of London may also be 


excused if they decline to be charged with the habit 
of scolding the Lord Mayor because he refused to 
make the Guildhall the head-quarters of a few people 
who would have taken advantage of that locality to 
add to theirimportance, and, by occupying the muni- 
cipal council-chamber, have secured a recognition 
which ‘will not otherwise be granted tothem. The 
"leading men” of the City will probably take 
some definite method of disclaiming any participation 
in the demonstrations of the energetic little gentle- 
man with the seasonable name, who may be panto- 
mimically suspected of a desire to make a butter-slide 
at the door of the Mansion House that he may trip up 
the whole Corporation of London; and it is well that 
а number of the really representative working men 
have already held a sober, quiet, and emphatic meet- 
ing to protest against their inclusion in these pro- 
fessedly-popular assumptions. 

` The “working men” have, indeed, more reasou 
than the bankers, merchants, and traders” to dis- 
claim the association of their names with resolutions 
and opinions that are either meaningless or mis- 
chievous; for there have been other “ representa- 
tives’’ who, taking upon themselves to speak in the 


. name of. the working classes, have scarcely stopped 


short of & declaration that it was the duty of England 
to go to war for the protection of France—when such 
а course would have resulted im the re-establishment 
of the empire and a general conflagration in Europe. 
Even French writers like M. Lemoine and George 
Sand, bitterly as they speak of what they mistakenly 
conceive to be the want of sympathy in England, do 


| not claim that we should have declared war in favour 
of France. They complain of that want of sympathy 
not knowing that after Sedan, when we saw how 
powerless were the French against the invader, and 
how the nation had been sold by the empire, we used 
every effort that neutrality could permit to avert 
from the new-born Republic the calamities that 
threatened it, and that our sympathy with France 
has gone far towards making Prussia our enemy. It 
is the misrepresenters of our Government and our 
people—the platform politicians who, for the sake of 
а small desire to become notabilities, do not shrink 
from brewing misunderstanding between nations— 
who are partly to blame for these bitter errors on the 
part of those for whom our hearts have been deeply 
moved, Each looking from their own point of view at 
these self-constituted statesmen, and listening to the 
wild blare of their accusations, Frenchmen and 
Germans regard England with mistrust—the first as 
а cold-hearted and false neighbour, the second as a 
timid and time-serving appanage of Europe. It is 
time that Englishmen delivered themselves from the 
assumptions of the two hundred nobodies to speak in 
their name, and that working men were freed 
from the profanity of many of those who claim to be 
their mouthpieces—men of some of whom it may 
well be asked, by what work do they earn their daily 
bread, and how long is it since they ceased to labour 
in some honest handicraft that they might become 
leaders of the people ? 

None can accuse us of wantof sympathy with that 
great and noble heritage of useful labour which is the 
best distinction of the great majority of our country- 
men. We know full well that the“ working class“ 
is so far above being a mere class that it represents 
England and the English. The spirit, and the 
honest determination and love of sober freedom 
which is the characteristic of the workman, is the 
characteristic also of the whole nation; and the men 
who claim to represent the whole labouring com- 
munity from the dim public-house parlour, where six 
idle and ignorant men form themselves into a com- 
mittee, and convene a meeting for the settlement of 
great State questions, profane “the people” when 
they speak in their names, and do dishonour to the 
holiness of work when they demand respect for it 
in баў own persons.

GREAT FIRE IN LAMBETH. 
SHORTLY BEFORE TEN O'ÜLOOK ON MONDAY NIGHT an 
alarming fire broke out on the premises of Messrs. Young- 
husband, oil wharfingers, situated in the Commercial-road, 
Lambeth. The building fronted the Thames, on the 
southern side of the river, about midway between 
Blackfriars and Waterloo bridges. It raged until 
long after . midnight, throwing up great volumes 
of flame high into the air, and lighting up that part 
of the metropolis for miles round. Thousands of people 
witnessed the scene from the bridge at Blackfriars, and from 
Waterloo Bridge, the Temple-gardens, and the Thames Em- 
bankment. The warehouse was one vast furnace, and the 
engines played upon 16 both from the land side and from the 
river; but, the tide having nearly run out at the time, the 
floating-engines could not be brought so near the fire, or be 
made to operate with such effect u it as they 
might. 1% being impossible to save building in which the 
fire began, the efforts of the brigade were mainly directed to 
confine the fire to it and to save the adjacent property.

The roof is dome-shaped, and covered by 
stained glass, from which hang numerous pendants of 


gas. The building will have 8000gas-burners. From the 


arena the view is like that of the Colosseum of Rome, 
allowing, of course, for difference of size. It 18 
estimated that it will give ample accommodation to 
8000 persons, but we should im e it would accom- 
modate at least 2000 more without inconvenience. 
The modes of ingress and egress are numerous and 
abundant, and in this respect the structure is 8 
model. Of the 8000 seats about 2000 will be pro- 
prietary—the prices ranging from #1000 to #100. А 
considerable 
The estimated cost of the building was £200,000. 

The first stone was laid by her Majesty, in May; 
1867, and it is expected that it will be opened by her 
Majesty on March 29, this year. Perhaps the most 
diflicult part of the undertakers will be to find em- 
ployment for the hall when it isopened. It is sta 
that it will be available for the following purposes: 
Congresses national and international for purposes of 
science and art; performances of music choral and 
instrumental, including those on the organ, with опе 
of which, the most powerful in the world, it is said, 
by Willis, the building is already provided; conver- 
sazioni, and meetings of scien and artistic so“ 
cieties; exhibitions of agriculture and horticul- 
ture; and works of art and industry, &c. But we 
doubt whether any or all of these objects will give 
constant employment to the hall, and whether some 
more popular appliance will not have to be sought 
fer. Its aspect and arrangements at least аге fat 
more more suggestive of scenic amusements and 
recreation than of science or industry.

! the result of colt and exposure, carried off 559 persons, 
while typhoid fever—one of the terrible scourges of 
famine—had 250 victims, and smallpox 454 There 
are two millions of sagr in Paris, and the deaths in 
the week ending 31, apart from those in the 
hospital, were 3280; there are three millions of people 
in London, and the deaths, including hospitals, 
during the same week were 1760, and that number 
was fifty-one above the average. Taking the hospital 
deaths and all, the siege of Parisis, therefore, slaying 
some 3000 persons a week. 


FRENCH OUTPOSTS FROZEN TO DEATH. 


No fewer than fifty French sentinels have bern 
frozen to death at the outposts before Paris. There 
are more than 1200 cases of severe frost-bite, many 
of them likely to prove fatal, in the military hospitals. 
One man is said to have been found in attitude 
of taking а kneeling shot: he was too long over his 
aim, and perished ere he pulled the trigger. 


THE TERMS OF SURRENDER, 


The Versailles correspondent of the Telegraph tele-

of Paris will be nearly as follows :—First, the King 
will not enter the city at all, as was his Majesty's 
intention two months ago, He will instantly return 
to Berlin, leaving the allied armies under the com- 
mand of the two Royal Field-Marshals.

who endeavoured to save his master’s life on the. 
field of battle, as depicted by our Artist in a recent 
Number, has been met again by the Standard’s cor- 
respondent in the north of France. Writing from 
Arras, ће says:—‘‘ Wonders will never cease. I was 
going into one of the cottages, attracted by a fragrant 
smell of steaming soup. AsI wascrossing its thresh- 
hold I felt something rub against my legs, and as I 
came into thelight a dog, that once seen it was impos- 
sible to forget, rx we up against me with singular 
manifestations of delight. There was not an instant's 
doubt. There he was—the little grey terrier, with a 
shaggy coat, the well-known lameness in the off-hind 
leg, but looking sadly thin and careworn. It was 
‘Beel,’ the deg who had saved his master's life on 
the field of battle, after lying for six hours on the 
ground. I called him by his name, and he re- 
sponded at once. The sound of my voice brought 
out a little corporel from the kitchen. His sur- 
ey was beyond describing. І said to him, This 

og and I are old friends,’ and I explained to him 
the history of our meeting. The corporal told me 
that the owner of the dog had been a friend, that 
three weeks back he had died of his wounds, and 
since then “Вее!” had followed his fortunes. But 
there was a wistful, pitiful look about the animal 
which told of a yet vivid remembrance of his old 


master. I had not eaten anything since the morning, 


and the corporal gave me a couple of basins of such 
delicious soup that I shall ever think gratefully of 
thatlittle soldier. When I went out into the village 
the troops were all encamped, seemingly for the 
night. Scattered rows of bright sparkling fires illu- 
minated Зов The ambulances had taken 
their wounded, and were on their way to Arras. 
When I had walked about two miles I found the 
terrier had followed. I looked at my watch—it was 
five minutes to eight—and at that instant there was 
a burst of heavy firing a long way behind. The dog 
threw up his head with earnest attention. Heseemed 
to know the sound at once, and creeping through my 
legs—which was his fashion of bidding good-by—he 
turned round and limped back to Epervillers on his 
three sound legs, and in a few minutes I had lost 
sight of him on the long white road.” 


LONGINGS FOR PEACE, 


There was a passage at the close of the letter from 
the Times’ correspondent at Versailles, published on 
Monday, which naturally attracted the attention of 
all who read it. IJ cannot help thinking, the cor- 
respondent wrote, ‘‘thatnow, even now, if there was 
one wise and good man of high public character, re- 
presenting any neutral Power, to be found willing to 
make the experiment, he might be heard by both 
sides in the interests of Peace! A murmur, 
asking how long the war is to be continued, is heard 
rising from end to end of Germany ; and no traveller 
enters into familiar talk with a French peasant with- 
out finding that he is longing for the time when the 
departure of the enomy from his fields may allow 
him to return to his daily toil. “Why be so relent- 
less? Give us peace!’’ is the unspoken question of 
the Frenchman. ‘‘ Why be so obstinate? Agree to 
peace!” is the complaint of the German. Із there 
in this state of things any opportunity for the inter- 
vention of “опе wise and good man, such as Dr. 
Russell dreams of? Is his wish the father of his 
thought, oristhe opinion sound that & statesman 
brave enough to make the experiment **might be 
heard by both sides in the interest of peace.” 


GERMAN HEROES. 


Tue . ussian War Office have adopted a new mode 
of rewarding military merit. Instead of showering 
orders and clasps upon the troops as hitherto, gallant 
deeds will be henceforth noted in the Gazette, every 
man who has distinguished himself being accorded a 
short paragraph commemorative of hisconduct. The 
large number of such notices already published forms 
avaluable contribution to the history of the war. It 
not only proves the personal prowess of the men, but, 
detailing the circumstances under which it was ex- 
hibited, preserves many a minute feature of the 
several engagements which might otherwise be lost 
to the historian. Here are a few examples: 

* 6th Corps d'Armée, 20th Brigade of Infantry, 
Westphalian Fusilier Regiment; No. 37, Fusilier 
Edward Ermrick.—On Aug. 6, at six a.m., Sergeant 
Schmidt, with ten men, went patrolling in the direc- 
tion of the enemy. Having passed through Worth, 
he lay down with his men in the ditch along the high 
road, on the outskirts of a wood opposite the vine- 
yards occupied by the enemy. At the end of three- 
quarters of an hour, about 900 paces in front, several 
guns were noticed. Being unable to distinguish 
whether they were French or Prussian, the sergeant 
asked which of his men would go and ascertain what 
they really were. Ermrick at once volunteered, and 
having advanced 400 paces, found himself stopped by 
three Turcos suddenly springing out of a ditch. He 
killed one, another, and kept the third at 


bay. Then, calling out that he had fallen in with the 
French, he forced his adversary to retreat, and con- 
tinued firing upon the French artillery till recalled by 
the sergeant. 

„ Fusilier Сагі Tomkewicz, while storming the 
heights of Wörth, received a ball in the little finger 
of right hand. He asked one of his comrades to 
wrench off the er, which was hanging by the 
skin and im his loading. Ashiscomrade would 
not do it, he continued to fire with the mutilated 
finger, in a most exposed position, and, notwith- 
standing the increasing pain, left the field only when 
exhausted by loss of blood. 

„ Fusilier Friedrich Zimmer. Having hel to 
pushed back the enemy into Fréschweiler, and taken 
part in the street fighting, he saw several gun 
pointed from a cellar. Resolutely entering the house, 
and descending to the kitchen, he found seven 
Turcos, and captured them all by his determination 
and address, 

“ Silesian Jaeger Battalion No. б. Jaeger Ernst 
Hase, in the battle of Sedan, getting ahead of his 
comrades, crept into the copse east of Floing, whence 
he noticed a hostile battery. Opening fire against it, 
he actively contributed to force the battery to re- 
treat.

THE KING OF MIDDLETON’S 

SATURNALIA. 
SATURDAY was the last day of a singular saturnalia 
held at Middleton. It has been for many years & 
custom among the inhabitants of & locality called 
Throstle Hall, a part of the town, to annually elect 
& king over the district, whose province is to receive 
petitions concerning street nuisances in any shape, 
and take the best means in his conception to have the 
same abated. 


Theking for the nt year isa John Barber, dealer 
in salt, sand, pi , and other articles of domestic 
use. He was crowned, on Monday week, in the kitchen 
of a beerhouse, named for the occasion ** Westminster 


Abbey, by а person who was dubbed ** Archbishop 
of Pigeon Hill," a neighbourhood situated in Tonge. 
The crown was made of block tin, and was profusely 
ornamented with feathers and coloured ribbons. 
It was also lined with rabbits’ skin, and upon 
the peak was a brass plate, on which was 
inscribed ‘‘ King John the First, 1871.” On 
placing the crown upon Barber's head, his 
бтасе”” delivered а poetical address. After 
this ceremony Barber mounted a platform in 
the street, when he was greeted with vociferous 
cheering by about 3000 persons—the male portion all 
uncovering, and remaining uncovered while | 
majesty addressed them, which he did in right royal 
terms, hoping that his subjects would be true to him, 
and be ready for defence in case of invasion b 
enemies, he promising in return that he would wa 
over their interests night and day, and attend to all 
their petitions. A Mr. Thomas Brierley, of the 
“Cottage of Content,“ Tonge, followed with an ad- 
dress, in which he expressed a hope that the royal 
dignity would be made hereditary by the people, and 
that the present king's princes and princesses would 
bear the crown after him. After this his majesty was 
taken over his dominions in his cart, attended by his 
officers of state, whom he had already appointed, a 
strong body-guard, and thousands of his subjcets. In 
the evening a grand feast was held, after which his 
majesty danced with the beauties of his court, to the 
Strains of a brass band. - ; 

On the Tuesday the king paraded the whole of 
Middleton on his “‘charger’’—his donkey--attended 
by his officers and guard; and in the evening he 
again rode along the thoroughfares, when there was 
a grand torchlight procession. Later on in the night 
Mrs. Barber was crowned queen by the wofnen of 
Throstle Hall, who provided a handsome 2 for the 
occasion. After this ceremony, her majesty favoured 
the company with two or three songs. About eleven 
o'clock the royal couple were attended to the gates 
of their residence by a host of persons, who, after 
singing God Save the King” and the “ Christmas 
Hymn," retired in perfect order. A round of festi- 
vities was kept up till Saturday evening, in honour 
of the event. ` 

It may be mentioned that Barber had a rival for 
Royal honours in the person of a Jesse Collinge, a 
weaver, and that there was a poll, which resulted in 
Barber being elected with 206 votes against 200 given 
for Collinge. Cabs and other conveyances were 
brought into requisition to bring voters to the 
booths. The proceedings throughout were conducted 
in a very orderly and business-like manner, and were 
watched by large numbers of persons from Oldham, 
Rochdale, Heywood, and other places.
